(10) needles.

With right side of work facing rejoin yarn at point of right hand 
needle, pick up and k7 (8) (8) (9) (9) (10) sts evenly up right hand 
side of instep, k8 (10) (11) (12) (13) (14) sts across top, pick up 
and k7 (8) (8) (9) (9) (10) sts evenly down left hand side of instep 
and k across rem 7 (9) (10) (11) (12) (13) sts [36 (44) (47) (52) (55) 
(60) sts]. 

Work 9 (11) (13) (13) (15) (15) rows in g st. 

Shape foot 

1st row: kl k2 tog klO (13) (14) (16) (17) (19) k2 tog tbl k6 (8) (9) 
(10) (11) (12) k2 tog kl0 (13) (14) (16) (17) (19) k2 tog tbl kl [32 
(40) (43) (48) (51) (56) sts]. 

2nd row: knit. 

3rd row: kl k2 tog k9 (12) (13) (15) (16) (18) k2 tog tbl k4 (6) (7) 
(8) (9) (10) k2 tog k9 (12) (13) (15) (16) (18) k2 tog tbl kl [28 (36) 
(39) (44) (47) (52) sts]. 

4th row: knit. 

Cast off. 


TO MAKE UP 

Press according to instructions on ball band. Wrapover 
cardigan: join side seams leaving 7 (7) (7-5) (8-5) (9) (10) cm free 
to form armholes. Join sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. Sew on 
buttons. Waistcoat: join side seams including armbands. Sew 
on buttons. Crew neck cardigan: join sleeve seams. Sew in 
sleeves. Sew on buttons. Bootees: join underfoot and back 
seam reversing for turn back.
